shot, this is attended with little danger 
during the normal stag of the river. 

The past week's rains, however, had 
swollen the stream until it fairly boomed 
at these places, 

Eighteen canoes in the race of the Mer- 
amec Canoe Club had made the rapids sue- 
cessfully the day before, and Mr. Wright 
had no fears of his ability to do so. 

The party paddled down leisurely, making 
about seven miles an hour. Mr. Wright oc- 
cupied a position in the stern, and Mr, 
Brown used his paddle in the bow of the 
boat, while Mrs. Wright was comfortably 
seated among the cushions In the middle 
of the boat, resting against one of the 
crosspieces. 

When about midway to Valley Park the 
party got out of the canoe and ate a lunch 
that Mrs. Wright had prepared, lounging 
for some time in the dense shade on the 
banks before resuming their journey.

forts. 

The ground being comparatively fiat in 
this vicinity th: Japanese were unable to 
hold it in the face of the Russian artillery 
fire, and they retired north an eighth of a 
mile beyond the scene of fire. 

The Chinese declare that the Japanese 
Captured one important fort located on the 
Itzshan hills, midway between the western 
coast and the railway on a line drawn ap- 
proximately from a pcint midway between 
Pigeon and Lauisa Lays. 

The fighting resulting’)in the capture of 
this fort was very severe. The position 
was first subjected to a bombardment for 
over forty-eight hours. Then the Japanese 
infantry assaultec’ it and compelled the 
Russians to retire, The Russian artillery 
fire on the spot, 
compelling the Japanese in turn to retire. 

The Liati promontory was not assaulted 
for the reason that it is impregnable from 
the seaside, and the Japanese are unable to 
move on it from the north. 

The Japanese main attack has been the 
heaviest against the Russian center and 
right, particularly against the center, 
ffonting which the Japanese have taken up 
a strong position at Shushiyen.

PAUL, Aug. 22.—Latest reports from 
the district swept by Saturday night’s 
destructive storm indicate that at least 16 
persons were killed and ebout 50 Injured. 

The property loss will reach, in round 
numbers, $5,000,000, 

The heav:est loss of property was in Min- 
neapolis, where the damage amounted to 
about $1,500,000. The loss in St. Paul will 
reach $1,' while in the outside dis- 
tricts the damage, including that done to 
growing crops, will reach $500,000. 

Four lives were lost at Waconia, which 
is 20 miles west of Minneapolis; three in 
St. Paul, three at St. Louis Park, two at 
Minneapolis and' four near Glencoe, 

Near Frot Snelling the storm apparently 
divided, one section going towards St. Dau! 
and the other sweeping towards Minneapo- 
lis. 

The bridge connecting St. Paul with West 
St. Paul, and spanning the Mississippi at 
a height of 180 feet, was the first object of 
the gale's fury. Two spans were twisted 
off and dropped to the flats below, where 
roofs of houses were crushed by the ilying 
masses of and iron. 

None of the occupants of houses 
was hurt, all having seen the approaching 
storm in time to take refuge in hillside

APPRECIATION AND CRITICISM. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

Everybody owes it to himself to see the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. In itself it constitutes a liberal education to every 
thoughtful person. It is a far bigger, greater and grander thing 
than I for one moment expected to see. 


In my opinion now is the time to visit the Fair. The weather 
has been pleasant, and is likely to continue so. Cool nights in 
any of the uptown districts conduce to refreshing slumber, and 
fit one for the somewhat tiring sight-seeing tour of tomorrow. 
And then the buildings are not overcrowded now, as they are 
likely to be in September and October, and the exhibits may be 
oeen and appreciated according to the individual taste of the 
viewer. 

The Exposition officials have done the biggest thing in the Ex- 
position line in the world’s history. St. Louls and the nation can 
never praise them enough. 

Of course, everybody can find something to kick about, and I 
with the rest feel tempted to register a few. For instance, if the 
Exposition authorities attempt to keep up postoffice facilities at 
all, they should keep them up in a manner less exasperating to 
the public. In nearly all the larger buildings there is a depart- 
ment called a postoffice, but I have found conditions in ithem, 
where postoffice facilities can be secured, exceedingly rare. In 
one large building Saturday I was informed that the person in 
charge of the office was out, and nobody seemed to know when 
he or she would return. In another the “‘postmistress was gone 
for a meal and would not be back for an hour.”’ No less than five 
times in as many large buildings did I try to secure a postage 
stamp, without success. Another kick. A Jefferson Guard should 
be stationed at each Intramural station to give information. One 
ef the Intramural conductors told me yesterday that he collected 
not less than fifty fares every day from people who were going in 
a direction opposite to that which they intended to go. A fresh 
crowd of visitors patronize the cars each day, and about the time 
they pay their fares they tell the conductor to let them off at a 
certain building. He then has to tell them that they are going 
the wrong way, and is ‘‘cussed out’ for taking the’ fare which 
the company requires him to collect. There seem to be enough 
Jefferson Guards doing nothing about the grounds to spare one 
to answer questions at each of the seventeen Intramural stations. 

St. Louls has, in my opinion, been grossly misrepresented in re- 
gard to prices charged in the city and on the Fair grounds for 
accommodations. With but two exceptions I have found charges 
moderate and reasonable. The press of the country owe it to 
their readers to tell them that they can come and see the grand- 
est Exposition in the world's history without being robbed.

“MULLIS ME

Boston Speculator, in Another Chap- 
ter of “Frenzied Finance,” Tells of 
Power of Standard Oil Money and 
Continues Attack on Rogers and 
Rockefeller. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20.—‘‘At no time in the 
history of the United States has the power 
of dollars been as great as now,” writes 
Thomas W. Lawson, continuing his expos- 
ure of the Amalgamated Cooper deal in his 
“Frenzied Finance,” in the September 
number of Everybody’s Magazine. 

“Freedom and equity,’’ he continues, 
“are controlled by dollars. The laws which 
should preserve and enforce all rights are 
made and enforced by dollars. It is possi- 
ble today with dollars to steer the selection 
of the candidates of both the great parties 
for the highest office in our republic, that 
of president of the United States, so that 
the people, as a matter of fact, must elect 
one of the steered candidates, 

‘TIT shall go further and say that there ex- 
ists today, uncontrolled, in the hands of a 
set of men a power to make dollars from 
nothing. That function of dollar-making 
which the people belféve ts vested in their 
government alone and only exercised under 
the law for their benefit, is actually being 
searetly exercised on an enormous scale by 
a few private individuals for their own per- 
sonal benefit.”’ 

Mr. Tawson’s use of the phrase “make 
dollars’? means an expanston of credits, and 
this he shows in illustration is made possi- 
ble by the inflation of values of property. 
The Standard Oil men, he alleges, used 
this device by using Standard Oil stock as 
collateral. The Standard Oil group of men, 
he says, acquired control of banks and trust. 
and insurance companies in all parts of the 
United States. Then, he writes. the funds 
of each bank were so manipulated by de- 
positing those of one institution with an- 
other so as to create in all an apparently 
legitimate basis for increases of capitaliza- 
tion. 
ye T.aweon relates how the Standard Oil 
steered the millions of the nation into the 
banks under the system's control. 

All this description js to show the ma- 

chinery for the Daly-Haggin-Tevis-Ana- 
éondona-Amalgamation. 

The price to be paid by Standard Of] for 
the mining praperties, which afterward 
made up the Amalgamated, was $39,000,000, 
but the sellers were to let the purchase 
money stand to their credit in the National 
City Bank for a stipulated time. 

This bank, Mr. Lawson then relates, hav- 
ing paid $29,000,000 belonging to the public 
in the form of savings deposits, caused an 
entry to be made in the bank books showing 
that this $39,000,000 was hereafter to be 
owned by Daly, Haggin, Tevis and others. 
The jugglery of the $39,000,000 of mining 
stocks and other property Jnto $75,000,000 of 
Amalgamated Copper capital stock is thus 
described in the article: 

“The second part was the summoning 
into the City Bank of certain Standard Oil 
lawyers, office boys and clerks, and the 
organization by them of the Amalgamated 
Copper Co. The lawyers drew up the pa- 
pers and the office boys and clerks signed 
them 

‘First, the papers certified that, ‘Whereas, 
we (the office boys and clerks) are desir- 
ous of taking advantage of the corporation 
laws of the state of New Jersey; we (the 
said office boys and clerks) do so také ad- 
vantage of the said laws and form our- 
selves into the Amalgamated Copper Co., 
which will have a capital of $75,000,000, and 
which will be allowed by said laws to own 
copper mines and other things, to mine 
copper and otHer things, to manufacture, 
buy, sell and trade in copper and other 
things, and to do numerous and other vari- 
egated things.’ ’’ 


SOME HIGH FINANCE. 


The office boys having thus become the 
Amalgamated Copper Co Mr. Lawson 
tells us how they went on with the deal: 

“One of our number will purchase the 
entire capital stock of the said Amalga- 

mated Copper Co., for $75,000,000 cugh, 
which $75,000,000 cash we herewith certify 
to have been paid in the form of a check 
for $75,000,000, herewith delivered to the 
treasurer, one of our number, by the clerk 
who drew it, and the treasurer herewith 
certifying that he has received the $75,000,- 
000 herewith delivered unto said clerk, the 
$75,000,000 capital stock of the Amalgamated 
Copper Co. and we (the said office boys 
and clerks) herewith certify that there is 
within the treasury of the Amalgamated 
$75,000,000 which shall be used in the pur- 
chase of certain stocks and properties_and 
certain stocks and properties shall the 
same stocks and properties previously pur- 
chased by Mr. Rogers and William Rocke- 
feller and now owned by them.’ 

Further desc ribing the process, Mr. Law- 
son shows how: “We (said office boys and 
clerks) herewith certify that we have paid 
from the treasury $75,000,000; that said 

5,000,000 ig in the form of a check and 
said check is the one previously received, 
or its equivalent, by our treasurer, from 
q@e of our number, to-wit: the clerk re- 
ferred to earlier in these papers, and said 
$75,000,000 haa been paid to Perry H. Rogers 
for his and William Rockefeller'’s use.”’ 

Then the office boys and clerks re- 
signed. Their places were taken by a 
Standard Oil board of directors, and 
the $75,000.000 Amalgamated stock was 
sold to the public at $100 to $115 a 
share, enabling, as Mr. Lawson says, Mr. 
Rogers and Mr. Rockefeller, after paying 
the City Bank its $39,000,000 loan. to 
become the absolute owners of $36.000,- 
000 of money, none of which they owned 
before. and which they “made” as ab- 
solutely as though they had coined it. 


HOW THE PUBLIC FARED. 


Months later the public was obliged 


to sell oS 2 at $33 a share. 

Another apter Mr. Lawson's 
story is devoted to the Nationair Cry 
Bank, “which,” he says, “ has today a 
capital of $25,000,000. a surplus of $16.,- 
900.000, and it has the absolute — 
to juggle with a total of $23,500. 

“And all this juggling is ne in _ ae 
a fearless manner that we find it in 
Amalgamated deal loaning in one trans- 
action an amount so great that if it had 
been lost the bank’s entire capital would 
have been W out. 

“That my readers may not base their 
conclusions upon this one transaction of 
this mighty engine’s system, vicious as 
it shows on the surface and destructive 
as it really wes to the Sousaneée who
